Summer is near-
ing its end and I
hope each of you
has been able to
relax a bit and
enjoy some time
off.

Today as I write my note to you, I
am reading in the paper that some
Judge in Tallahassee has tossed off
the November ballot the question
regarding the option to remove the
“schools” tax portion of your real
estate tax bill. This directly affects
all taxpayers in Surfside and our
State. It means that we will not
have the opportunity to vote to
reduce our skyrocketing real estate
tax bills by about 40%! This Judge
stated, “I don’t know if I’m the aver-
age voter, but I had to read two,
three hours to figure out what that
meant.”

Here’s what he read on the ballot:

Limiting annual increases in assessment of non-homestead real
property. Lowering property tax millage rate for schools.

I can safely say that I spent less
than one minute reading the text. I
understood clearly that the question
asks if the voters want to remove
this tax from their properties and

directs the legislature to find more
equitable ways to fund our schools.

Hopefully, if the right to vote is
won back through an appeal to the

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I urge you to pay attention to the
Surfside Commission meetings because
the discussions and decisions affect
each and every one of us. The decision
whether to remain with the Miami-
Dade Fire Rescue or switch to Miami
Beach Fire Rescue has become a very
big, important decision for Surfside. As
many of you know, the political impli-
cations affected the race for mayor and
it seemed like a ‘done deal’ after the
election, but this political football is
still in the air. In June, the commission
voted to place this issue on the
November ballot believing that after
the voters give their imprint, the Town
could move forward with the change.

The County has now taken this polit-
ical battle to the courts by placing law-
suits against every municipality that has
tried to make the change. Surfside has
been served notice that the County will
proceed with a lawsuit against the Town
if we allow the question to remain on
the November ballot. My question now
is whether this fight is worth a lawsuit?
There is no question that the County is
bullying us and other municipalities
who want to leave. Should we remove
the question from the November ballot
and remain with the Miami-Dade Fire
Rescue? How much ‘actual’ money
would be saved if we go forward with
the lawsuit? I do not believe that elect-
ed officials have the right to engage the

Town in a lawsuit based upon a ‘princi-
ple’. Our job is to carefully weigh the
pros and cons (How much money
would we save if we change to Miami
Beach? How would that money be col-
lected and distributed?
When, exactly would the
Town receive the savings? Is
this worth the fight? What
will a lawsuit cost?)

The other major issue is
funding for the Community
Center and Beach Path. A
public presentation was
made to the Commission in
July offering several methods
to fund the construction. The
Commission decided upon a
General Obligation Bond not to exceed
$16,500,000. This bond question will
go to the Surfside voters on the
November ballot.

Along with the bond issue, at the July
meeting, the Commission adopted an
increase in the millage rate from 4.25
mills to 5.358 mills. I am against such
an increase.

I presented the possibility of a Dog
Park to the Commission at the May
meeting and one resident made a strong
statement against having the dog park
located across from her home at the
89th & Dickens pump station. I
thought a dog park would be a nice
addition to Surfside and I am disap-

pointed at the lukewarm reception this
idea has received. Many Surfside resi-
dents who contributed to the Charrette
wanted a dog park. Let me hear from
those of you who want me to keep this

issue on the front burner.
A report was made by

Calvin Giordano &
Associates regarding the
Beachwalk and I urge any-
one interested to read this
report either at Town Hall or
send me an email and I will
share my copy. The
Beachwalk apparently has
more legal issues that need to
be addressed before we can
move forward, but we are

hoping that some maintenance can be
done in the meantime.

A community bulletin board is now
located at Publix (at the bottom of the
escalator) and I encourage residents to
post flyers on it. Inquire with the
Publix manager to open the box and
post your flyer. We are happy to see the
new blacktop on the Abbott Street
parking lot and excited about the new
Beautification Committee plans to add
trees and flowers. Still to come is fixing
the alley.

1. An Ordinance of the Town
Commission of the Town of Surfside,
Florida, amending the Future Land Use
element of the Town’s adopted
Comprehensive Plan to create a new
Future Land Use category entitled
“Community Facilities” providing for
height and area regulations for this new
Future Land Use category; providing for
transmittal to the Florida Department
of Community Affairs and all other
units of local government or govern-
mental agencies required by law provid-
ing for adoption; providing for sever-
ability; providing for repeal of conflicts;
providing of inclusion in the
Comprehensive Plan; and providing for
an effective date. VOTE: UNANI-

2. An Ordinance of the Town
Commission of the Town of Surfside,
Florida, authorizing the issuance, sub-

Pump Station / Drainage Improvement Projects
88th Street from Harding Avenue (SR A1A) to Carlyle Avenue

94th Street from Harding Avenue (SR A1A) to the Intracoastal Waterway / Biscayne Bay
Near the end of this month the Florida Department of

Transportation (FDOT) will begin two Pump Station /
Drainage Improvement Projects, one along 88th Street from
Harding Avenue (SR A1A) to Carlyle Avenue, and the
other at 94th Street from Harding Avenue (SR A1A) to the
Intracoastal Waterway / Biscayne Bay. This work will last
approximately seven months and cost an estimated
$2.7 million. This schedule is tentative and subject
to change due to weather or other unforeseen
circumstances. Project work includes enhanc-
ing the existing pump station and storm water
drainage system and roadway restoration. Once
the work is completed, storm water drainage will be
improved throughout the area.

The Florida Department of Transportation strives to
minimize all inconveniences associated with construction;
residents should anticipate the following while construc-

tion is underway:

• Road closures and detours
• Parking impacts
• Access restrictions at various times and locations
• Increased dust & noise
• Heavy machinery, equipment and personnel moving

in and around the construction zone

Construction operations are anticipated from 8:30
a.m. to 7 p.m. Access on affected side streets will be

maintained for local residents only. Detours will be estab-
lished for through traffic only. For more information about

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Surfside PD Introduces “CodeRED” Emergency Telephone Notification System
The Surfside Police Department is

pleased to announce the acquisition of
the high speed, CodeRED emergency
alert system. Officials are now capable
of delivering either Town-wide or tar-

geted pre-recorded emergency tele-
phone notification/or information mes-
sages, such as evacuation notices,
missing child alerts and boil water
notices.

CodeRED pro-
vides the com-
munity with
greater protec-
tion during criti-
cal situations. Thou-
sands of people can be
alerted quickly and the
controlled warning sys-
tem ensures that every
call provides consistent
and accurate informa-
tion. CodeRED re-
duces the demand on
emergency personnel
so that they may better
focus and manage their
response efforts.

Police Chief, David
Allen explains “the
CodeRED system is
only as good as the
database supporting it.

If your phone number is not on the
database it will not be called.” He fur-

ther emphasizes that, “in an
emergency situation, early
notification can help save
lives.” Chief Allen encour-
ages all residents and busi-
ness owners to register their
phone numbers and assures
everyone that the informa-

tion will remain completely confiden-
tial and will only be used for emergency
notification purposes.

Residents may register their phone
number into the database, via the
Internet or by phone. To enroll on-
line, please go to the Town website:

At the regular Commission meeting
held in August, Max Moreno was rec-
ognized as Officer of the Month for his
outstanding police work. On July 1,
2008 while proactively patrolling the
residential neighborhoods, Officer
Moreno arrested a subject for loitering
and prowling, and possession of burgla-
ry tools. The subject was observed by
Officer Moreno suspiciously circling the
area on bicycle during the early morn-
ing hours. Officer Moreno made con-
tact with the subject and while inter-
viewing him the subject spontaneously
stated several times that he was going to
kill the Mayor. A pat down of the sub-
ject revealed a 7.5 inch knife readily
accessible concealed in his waist band.
The subject was also in possession of
burglary tools. Further investigation
revealed the subject had an extensive
criminal past and was considered dan-

gerous. This subject had previously
been shot, after assaulting a Miami
Beach Police Officer.

On July 14, 2008, Officer Moreno
made another excellent arrest when he
noticed a suspicious subject on a bicycle
on Biscaya Drive in the middle of the
night. Officer Moreno made contact
with the subject who was acting very
nervous and a pat down revealed a large
zip lock bag containing coins and what
appeared to be a lock picking device
concealed in the front of his waist band.
Post Miranda, the subject was ques-
tioned about his presence in the area
and about the lock picking device. The
subject was arrested for giving conflict-
ing stories and for not being able to dis-
pel Officer Moreno’s alarm for the safe-
ty and security of the residents and their
property.

Officer Moreno made two exception-

al arrests by proactively patrolling the
residential neighborhoods. By arresting
both of these subjects, Officer Moreno
prevented several crimes and kept our
residents and their families safe. Officer
Moreno did an exceptional job on both
occasions and is well-deserving of this
honor.
